Claims 33, 62-65, 93-96, 
and 123-125 are pending. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

33. A method for identifying a non-nucleotide antiviral pro-drug comprising: 

(a) providing a candidate compound having an esterified phosphate group; 

(b) contacting said candidate compound with a partially purified fraction of PBMC 
extract comprising GS-7340 Ester Hydrolase to produce a metabolite compound; 

(c) identifying said candidate compound as a suitable pro-drug if the metabolite 
compound has a phosphonic acid group instead of the esterified phosphonate group of 
the candidate compound; and 

(d) determining the antiviral activity of said candidate compound, 

wherein said ester hydrolase has been separated from non-specific ester hydrolases, 
and wherein said ester hydrolase has an approximate molecular weight of 70-100 kDa 
as determined by gel-filtration method.
